Public input missing from escarpment 
control expansion 


I n her early days as premier, 
Kathleen Wynne was 
frequently criticized for lack 
of action. 

At one point in 2013 there 
were 36 panels consulting on 
various issues. They were seen 
as an excuse to avoid action. 

How times have changed. 
Today consultation seems 
verboten at Queen’s Park. 

Some examples: Owners 
of Hydro One, the people of 
Ontario, weren’t consulted on 
the sale of the utility. 

The opportunity for 
consultation was the 2014 
election. Wynne should have 
made her plans to sell Hydro 
One clear so voters could have 
cast judgment. 

If there was even a peep out 
of the premier on the issue, I 
can’t find it. 

Then came Bill 100, the 
bill to "improve” trail access 
throughout Ontario. To be fair, 
several groups of trail users 
were consulted but not a single 
landowner. Many of Ontario’s 
trails cross private land. 

As a result, a number of trails 
will be closed to snowmobilers 
and others this winter because 
many landowners don’t trust 
the bill and regulations that 
might be added by bureaucrats. 

By the way, the Wynne 
government is not alone in 
this one. The Progressive 
Conservatives are complicit and 
quick to reassure landowners 
there are no threats to their 
rights in the bill. 

Smart owners won’t believe it 


until amendments are made to 
clear the slightest ambiguity. 

Now we come to the issue 
of expanding the Niagara 
Escarpment Commission 
planning area. 

The escarpment is a 
distinctive geographic rock 
formation that runs from 
Niagara to Tobermory at the tip 
of the Bruce Peninsula. 

The proposed changes are 
part of an effort by the province 
to update the escarpment 
plan and three others, Greater 
Golden Horseshoe, the 
Greenbelt Plan and the Oak 
Ridges Moraine Conservation 
Plan. 

Today we’re dealing with the 
proposals for the escarpment. 

The commission website 
says the proposed extension 
of the planning area came 
from "recommendations 
by the Niagara Escarpment 
Commission through its series 
of Plan Review Discussion 
Papers on how the NEP should 
be updated.” 

From the point of view of 
landowners and municipalities 
affected by the proposed 
changes, that’s like asking a fox 
to design the new henhouse. 

In response to protests, the 
province has extended the 
comment deadline from Sept. 
30 to Oct. 31. 

However, there is no 
indication what specific new 
restrictions landowners might 

Grey County Warden A1 
Barfoot, asked the obvious 


question: "How can you 
comment on that?” Much of the 
proposed expansion will be in 
Grey. 

The commission enforces 
another level of planning on 
top of county and municipal 
planning regulations. 

The objective, to protect a 
unique landscape and control 
development, seems reasonable 
on paper. However, a rural 
museum on controlled lands 
cancelled a plowing match last 
year because officials believed 
they couldn't allow sod on the 
property to be turned without 
approval. 

Therein lies the problem. 
Plowing might not have been a 
problem, but the fact organizers 
even believed they had to get 
approval for such activity scares 
land owners in the escarpment 

Getting back to the expansion 
of the planning area, it’s 
difficult to understand why 
public input would not be 
welcome at the beginning of the 
process. 

The fact the government 
is so shy about input makes 
folks wonder about a possible 
hidden agenda. 

Plus, this is the same 
government that yanked all 
local planning control over the 
establishment of wind factories, 
thus destroying other types of 
land and development in rural 
Ontario. 

How can it be trusted?

the soil in the bare patches 
and in your beds is in early 
spring before the seeds 
germinate. There are a 
number of 'pre-emergent' 
solutions. We used to wait 
until they had seeded and 
then exterminate them with 
solutions like Roundup, but 
that had the dastardly side 
effect of killing off many 
other plants. 


Several years ago, at 



your lawn as well is the 
timing of applying the 
pre-emergent. The first 
spraying should be in 
the spring when the soil 
reaches over 10 degrees 
Celsius. The moment the 
forsythia begins to bloom 
is another marker (for 
those of us who do not 
have soil thermometers.) 
Not to mention that the 
soil temperatures will vary

weather forecasts. 

The nitrogen in the com 
meal gluten is supposed to 
act as a fertilizer for your 
lawn at the same time 
which will make the lawn 
grow thicker, thus giving less 
chance for the crabgrass to 
grow.

Small business should 
consider dental benefits 
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* ccoiding to the research 
LX reported by Postmedia 
1 ANetwork, between two million 
and three million people in Ontario 
cannot afford to see a dentist. 

This lack of substantive dental 
care is apparently costing 
Ontario’s health-care system more 
than $30 million a year. 

It is a peculiar thing that our lips, 
throats and tongues are covered by 
Medicare but our teeth and gums 
are not. Clearly our “toothless 
approach” to health care is taking a 
seriousbiteoutofthe budget. 

The actual cost of so many 
Ontarians not being able to afford 
dental care is undoubtedly much 
higher when you consider the 
link between poor oral health 
and diabetes, cardiovascular and 
respiratory diseases, and even 
Alzheimer’s disease. 

And the consequences do not 
end there. 

Research shows a strong link 
between tooth decay, psychological 
suffering and social isolation. Poor 
dental health can also interfere with 



These costsmaybe difficult to 
calculate, but what’s clear is that far 
too many people in our province are 
treating infections with antibiotics, 
living with pain and experiencing 
barriers because they cannot afford 
preventive dental treatment. 


The 2,300 visits to the ER because 
of pain and infection, a number that’s 
grown by three per cent over the past 
three years, is not surprisingwhen 
you consider a third of Canadians 
are without public or private dental 
insurance. What choice do they have? 

The Niagara Dental Health 
Coalition is advocating for the 
expansion of publicly funded dental 
health program so vulnerable 
people in our communities have 
equitable access to the dental 
services they need to be healthy. 

Hopefully the province’s 
commitment to Putting Patients First 
addresses dental health inequities by 
expanding dental programs for low- 
income adults and seniors. This is an 
important part of the solution. But as 
a community, there is more we can 
do to fill the gap. 

More employers need to 
consider offering a health benefit 
package to their staff. 

Many people in the business 
community may balk at the idea, 


but before you dismiss it, consider 
the benefits. 

Take the Irish Harp in Niagara-on- 
the-lake, for example. This old-town, 
pub-styie establishment has a staff of 
35 with most staff earning a server’s 
wage. In Ontario that’s $9.80 an hour. 

Dan Muir, managing partner of 
the Irish Harp, decided to introduce 
health benefits to his employees 
about two and half years ago. His 
motivation for doing so was an 
opportunity to foster a dedicated staff 
who are invested in his business. 

"When one of our staff needs 
dental work done, it does not become 
a financial ruin to them," says Muir. 

He sees health benefits as an 
excellent recruitment and retention 
strategy for small businesses, 
especially restaurants that typically 
see a high turnover rate. 

According to Muir, “people 
rarely leave the Irish Harp to 
work at another restaurant. They 
typically only leave when they are 
making a career move." 

Muir has also noticed lower 
absenteeism since introducing 
health benefits. 

"I strongly encourage other 
small businesses to consider 
buying into a plan. It may cost a 
litde, but the benefits far outweigh 
the costs,” he says. 

Small business may think they 
cannot afford it, but the advantages 



of employee benefits will likely 
outweigh the consequences of not 
having them in the long term. 

Scott Moore from Tailored 
Financial Solutions offers an 
example of what these costs might 
look like for a small business: 

A family-run business with a 
staff of three can purchase life 
insurance, dependent life insurance, 


hospital coverage, vision and travel 
as well as dental care (full coverage of 
basic services, and partial coverage 
of endodontic and periodontal 

services), and critical illness coverage 
for $400 a month for a family plan, or 
$170 for single coverage. If someone 
opted for dental only, the monthly 
cost would be $200 for a family or 


annual cost of living for a family 
of four in Niagara is $65,435.51. 
Disability, life insurance and health 
benefits are part of the calculated 
cost coming in at 5239.50 annually, 
or 12.5 per cent of the family budget. 

Employers offsetting health benefit 
costs would help many individuals 
and families come a little closer to 
earning a living wage in Niagara. 

Based on the NPRN's recent 
calculations, employers who provide 
both health benefits and life/disability 
insurance could reduce the living 
wage to $14.47. Sure individuals will 
have to contribute toward their plan, 
but they still come out ahead and so

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Niagara schools 
beat Ont. average 
in repair needs

Niagara’s school buildings are 

where in Ontario, a new provin¬ 
cial study suggests. 

Recently-released data from 
the Education Ministry indi¬ 
cates the province’s schools are 
in need of about $15.4 billion in 
repairs. 

“I think DSBN is in relatively 
good shape," said District School 
Board of Niagara spokesman 
Brett Sweeney. 

“When the school year begins 
next week, students can be 
expected to be welcomed in excel¬ 
lent buildings.” 

The ministry uses a “facil¬ 
ity condition index’’ that com¬ 
pares total five-year renewal 
needs to the cost of rebuilding 
a facility. 

The results — fixing a school 
or rebuilding it — give a school 
its FCI, and is measured as a 
percentage. A school with a 
lower FCI, for example, needs 
less money for remedial or 
renewal work relative to its 

In one example cited by 
the ministry: if it is estimated 
rebuilding a school would 
cost $1 million but repairing 
it would cost $100,000, the 
school would have an FCI rat¬ 
ing of 10 per cent — a good 

Toronto District School Board 
has the highest FCI average at 53 
per cent. 

For Niagara’s two big school 
boards, the average FCI for each 
is lower than the provincial aver¬ 


age - 20 per cent for DSBN and 
25 per cent for Niagara Catholic 
District School Board. The aver¬ 
age provincial score is 27.5 per 

Data was collected in col¬ 
laboration with provincial 
boards between 2011 and 
2015, with about 4,500 schools 
assessed. 

Of five-year projects and 
estimated costs for DSBN’s 
highest-FCI schools, DeWitt 
Carter in Port Colborne needs 
an estimated $3.96 million in 
work, including electrical sys¬ 
tem replacement, lighting ret¬ 
rofits, mechanical upgrades, 
air handling systems and 

In St. Catharines, Dalewood 
has an estimated $5.63 million 
worth of work to be done over 
five years. Projects include win¬ 
dows and doors, accessibility 
improvements and electrical 
service upgrades. 

Eastdale Secondary School 
in Welland requires $11.98 
million in work to be done 
in that time frame for such 
projects as science lab ret¬ 
rofits, lighting and energy 
upgrades and air handling 
and ventilation improve- 

DSBN, which provided 
those details, said the work 
is subject board and ministry 
approval. 

Sweeney said DSBN has 
been allocated $48 million by 
the province over the 2015-17 
school years for such improve- 

The ministry said the 2015-17 
renewal funding figure for Nia¬ 


gara Catholic is $27 million. 

John Crocco, education direc¬ 
tor of Niagara’s Catholic board, 
said its facilities services group 
has been overseeing 100 projects 
this summer 

They include the new 
$10-million St. Martin Catholic 
Elementary School in Smith- 
ville, and upgrades to Saint 
Paul Catholic High School in 
Niagara Falls, with the addi¬ 
tion of a high-performance 
athletic centre and culinary 
arts facility. More than $7 mil¬ 
lion was also shelled out in 
renovations and maintenance 
work throughout the Catholic 
system. 

"Throughout the year our 
facilities services team’s focus 
will be to continually ensure 
that all of our facilities are 
healthy and safe environments 
for students and staff,” Crocco 

For the DSBN, the biggest 
issues in general are mechan¬ 
ical improvements including 

fire safety systems, Sweeney 

Sweeney said it's important 
for parents to know FCI ratings 
are not a measure of a school's 

“Our schools are safe, and 
anything identified as an 
urgent repair is addressed 
immediately,” he said. “I kind 
of view these things as seeing 
the mechanic, said Sweeney, 
he might say 'yes your tires 
are OK, but you might need to 
replace them soon.’” 

The province is providing 
school boards with an addition^ 
$11 billion over a decade to help 
build new schools, reduce sur¬ 
plus space through consolida¬

As a whole, Queen’s Park also 
recently announced $1.1 billion 
in additional funding over the 
next two years for school repair 
and renewal — bringing the 
investment in school repair and 
renewal to $2.7 billion for 2015- 
17.
